Hongkong Evacuation 


‘The strong disapproval of the Hongkong 
evacuation seheme which was shown in the 
[Colony right from the first moment it was 
Jannounced, flared up into open opposition at 
the Legislative Council meeting on Thursday 
afternoon, when unofficial members of tho 
Counell took the opportunity to voice their 
opinions. Whatever may have led the authori- 
ties at Whitehall to decide upon the evacua- 
ion, there can be. little doubt that. the 
‘matior was handled in_a way likely to cause 
the most resentment, ‘The unoflicial members 
who spoke in opposition to the scheme were 
very downright in their criticism, and while 
they do not question the Cabinet's decision 
they, appear to oppose evacuation because of 
the manner in which it was dealt with. The 
Hongkong newspapers have contained much 
[correspondence and other expressions of opin- 
fon. definitely condemning the evacuation 
scheme, and the alleged discrimination which 
was being shown as to. what women 
should and who should not be sent out of the 
Colony. Undoubtedly large numbers of people 
‘of comparatively smallmeans will find con 
Siderable hardship in. being sent off to distant 
places ike Australia, and the decision to 
evacuate appears to have been reached without 
Proper consideration of the may  difleulties 
which would arise from any such scheme. Mr. 
A. L, Shields made that quite clear in his speech 
when he expressed astonishment that no re- 
ferenee had been made to the question of ex- 
pense looming largely before the families were 
evacuated, and made it clear that he thought 
the Government should make a statement as to 
what it intended to do with those families.

micphere now stands. All the revelations 
have been mace it the past, the di 
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fon behalf of Germany notably in the United 
States, Mexico and all the south American re- 
ublies, show that the Nazi leaders hope to 
overthrow existing Governments, and as a re- 
sult of such revolutions clamp down their hold 
from Alaska to Cape Horn. It is a grandiose 
scheme, but one which the Nazis believe they 
‘can carry out. The "Christian Selence Monitor" 
puts the matter far more. bluntly than has Mr. 
Hull, It declares that “Latin-American states 
have the choice of alliance with the United 
States or falling under Nazi influence.” That is 
indeed the most accurate summing up of the 
situation that could be conceived, Honeycombed 
‘with Nazi cells the Latin-American republics 
sland in grave danger of being picked off one 
by one, as Hitler picked off tho smaller states 
in Europe, The permeation of Nazi influence in 
the western hemisphere is a matter which must 
inevitably arouse the gravest anxiety, and it 
appears that only by ‘means of a thorough- 
going understanding between the various 
American states can there be any real hope of 
dissipating the present menace. It is not su 
cient merely to establish a trusteeship ove 
European possessions in the Amerleas, though 
that is advisable to prevent. the Nazis from. 
obtaining jumping of places upon which to 
bbase hostilities against the two continents, What 
is necessary is that they should agree upon 
4 common form of defence, not only against 
the potential enemy in Burope but against the 
activities of their emissaries already established 
throughout America, It isa possibility that, 
even when Germany is defeated in Europe, ity 
agents may continue to stir up trouble throtigh- 
ut the length and breadth of the American 
continents, s0 that crushed in Burope Naziism 
would “stil have an opportunity of ex- 
fending its influence though deprived of its 
main inspiration, “The task of destroying 
Nazi forces in the western hemisphere is 
Peculiarly that of the American’ states: no 
other nation can possibly do it for them, When 
they have seen the havoc which has been 
created in Europe by the overwoening am- 
Ditions of a clique of irresponsible and in- 
satiable men it iy inconceivable that they can 
be blind to the peril in which they stand. 
Whether it will be possible to arrange an 
alliance between the various “American re- 
publics only time will decide, Tt is lkely that 
the present conference will be unable to do 
‘more than generally explore the situation, but 
if It breaks up with a general realization of what 
the Nazi menace means to them all, and a 
determination to deal with it effectively, on 
allfance which would be the best possible ans- 
‘wer may become feasible. ‘The united strength 
of the American states fused together by some 
such understanding would present a formid~ 
able obstacle to Nozi progress in the western 
hemisphere, and while Mr, Hull undoubtedly 
has a dificult task ahead of him in reconciling 
the divergent views of the different countries 
represented at the Conference, it Is to be hoped 
in the interests of general good that he will 
succeed.

fand Bulgaria to keep their claims in abeyance 
til the end of the war. If such advice were 
tendered Moscow the Soviet Government ave 
it no heed, and demanded the retun of 
Bessarabia, indicating the intention to take it 
by force if the demand were not acceded to. 
The Russian success undoubtedly heartened the 
Hungarians and the Bulgarians to insist upon 
satisfaction of their demands. Whother that is

‘Though Berlin is reported not to regard 
Lord Halifax's speech in reply to the latest 
Hitlerian effusion, on the subject of Britain 
resorting to a common sense approach to the 
situation, as official, and prefers to wait and 
hear what Mr, Churehill has to say, there 
can be no doubt that the Foreign Secretary's 
brondeast to the Empire and the world is the 
considered veply of the Cabinet, Mr.

‘Addition to those of the April Budget is that 
during the last three months taxpayers in 
Great Britain have been called upon to find 
an additional £367,000,000, or if the Excess 
Profits Tax is also taken into account £407,- 
000,000. ‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
is definitely encouraging, when referring to 
these items and the amount of £660,000,000 
raised by war bonds, savings certificates and 
defence bonds, when’ he said that the success 
of these savings efforts Jed him to believe 
that the task of filling the gap between cx- 
penditure and revenue was a by no means 
unmanageable one. At no time was it be- 
lieved that it would be, for Sir John Simon 
made it abundantly clear in April that dras- 
tie as his proposals were, they by no means 
exhausted the possible “resources of taxa~ 
tion. Sir Kingsley accurately interpreted the 
intention of the British people when he said 
‘We have many resources. and of our deter- 
mination and capacity to use them there can 
be no doubt. As in the field of war, so in 
the vital area of national finance, we are 
determined to continue on our course un- 
ceasingly and at any sacrifice until vietory 
has been achieved.” ‘Those sentences were 
cheered by the House, and the sentiment 
they contained reaffirmed by Mr. Lees 
‘Smith for the Labour Party who expressed 
the belief that the Chancellor could carry 
the limits of taxation to the limits of human 
endurance. “I believe,” he sald, “the eoun- 
try is willing to rise to that responsibility and 
accept a self-sacrifice which it did not even 
contemplate a few months ago’ 

With its usual obliquity of vision, and the 
customary endeavour to twist the  plainest 
facts from their natural meaning, the Ger- 
man news agency reporting these latest Bud~ 
get proposals, headed their account “Britain's 
Financial Quandary.” No such quandary 
exists. The fact is being faced that this war 
is costing more than was originally anti- 
cipated, and the Chancellor is digging deeper 
into the stocking of Britain's resources to 
furnish the wherewithal. Compared with 
the tortuous financial shifts to which the 
German Government has been reduced, some 
of which amount to no more than’ mere 
rackets, the new Budget stands forth as an 
honest ‘attempt to meet present needs by 
honest methods, and an endeavour to pay 
for this war without throwing too much of 
a burden upon posterity. ‘That this was 
recognized by the House of Commons is 
demonstrated by the placid acceptance of 
these new proposals, inspired by a full realiz~ 
ation of the duties which this war had 
placed upon the shoulders of every one 
resident in the United Kingdom, and con- 
cerned in the defence of the Empire. ‘The 
three comments passed after the Budget 
speech are significant. Some held the Bud- 
get to be not as bad as was expected. Others. 
expressed the view that it was pretty grim, 
while a third school thought it was not suff- 
ciently comprehensive. ‘The Chancellor 
made it quite clear that this was only an 
intorim Budget. He made no attempt to 
strike a balance sheet, but merely went to 
the House asking for as much as he con- 
sidered he wanted, but always with the 
warning that he might-be back Inter for 
some more.. The whole business is signifi- 
cant of the nation’s unalterable purpose,—to 
win this war—and as the men who bear the 
brunt of the fighting are animated by no. 
other determination than to defeat the

Since the Ministry of Aircraft Produetion was 
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formed 12,115 American acro-engines have 
been purchased from which it is to be in~ 
ferred that resources for replacement in 
Great Britain are already very large, while 
the addition of 3,000 American machines a 
month to those which are also being pro~ 
Guced in Britain suggests that the British ait 
foree has not only more than made good the 
casualties she has’ suffered, and they are re~ 
markably small as compared with those in 
flieted upon the enemy, but has added con~ 
siderable strength to the force with which 
the war was entered. ‘The important fact is 
to be noted that these machines are of the 
Dest quality, and in every way superior to 
‘any of the types at present used by Germany. 

‘The air fighting over Dunkirk, when the 
British air force secured local superiority and 
made it possible to carry through so import= 
‘nt an operation as the evacuation, clearly 
demonstrated the quality of the machines 
‘and of the men who were flying them. There 
cannot be the slightest doubt that in this 
respect the British are much better off than 
fare the enemy, There is still the question 
‘of numbers to be dealt with. As soon as 
parity in that respect is obtained, or, per 
haps, somewhat before it, the superior quali 
ties of the British airmen ‘will more decisively 
manifest themselves. It is towards that end 
that Lord Beaverbrook has been devoting all 
his energies, and he has proved that his 
dynamic qualities have been able to produce 
results much quicker than any of his pre- 
decessors, In this connection it is interest 
ing to note the high praise which he bestows 
on aiteraft workers and the skill and genius 
fof the men who designed the British "planes. 
‘The policy of building for quality has up to 
the present more than justified itself, and 
there is every indication to show that this 
will continue to be the case. Lord Beaver 
brook referred in his broadcast on Wednes~ 
day to a Messerschmitt-110 which had been 
shot down and which he had inspected. It 
was, he said, of excellent workmanship, but 
not 50 handy’ as the Hurricane or the Spitfire, 
‘and though it was a new machine it was not 
bullet proof nor fitted with armour protection 
for the pilot. Lord Beaverbrook asks why 
it was wanting In armour, and suggests that, 
the answer is that there must be a bottleneck 
somewhere in the production of armour 
plating. It is also possible that the speed of 
German production of the aeroplanes and 
‘engines themselves has surpassed that of 
armour production, but, whatever the ex~ 
planation, the fact’ is apparent that German 
aviators are being sent into the air without 
that minimum of protection which they 
should be afforded. It has already beon 
ascertained that young German pilots with 
but a few hours ‘of flying experience have 
been hurried into the action, suggesting that 
the enemy's best pilots have suffered con 
siderable casualties, or alternatively, that 
they are being ‘held back, while the 
youngsters are obtaining flying experience 
under war conditions. 

The British policy is different. In the 
words of Lord Beaverbrook : “We send our 
‘ships’ to our warriors in the air in such eon~ 
dition that they have no mateh in the world, 
either in specd, armour or firing power, "That 
is the part we play. That is our portion in 
our tsk, and it is our duty in battle.” ‘That 
what ke says is true the stories of the hund~ 
reds of aerial combats in which the RAP, 
has been engayed clearly corroborate, ‘Tn 
Canada and Australia the question of supply= 
ing suMecient experienced pilots to fly the in= 
creasing British alr fect is boing answered 
by the training of thousands of excellent 
young men, only too anxious to take to their 
wings. The problem of manpower in this 
connection has, from all appearances, been 
solved, and at no time has Great Britain been 
in a position where she could not immediately 
make’ good cast in action, ot supply 
crows for the now ‘ships’ as they come 10 
hand, ‘There was undoubtedly considerable 
delay in getting the production of aeroplanes, 
fand the taining of pilots into something ap= 
proaching full swing. Much of that was due to 
luck of adequate preparation in peace time, 
and the division of counsels which militat- 
ed against the obtaining of earlier results 
Fortunately all that has been overcome and 
the British aerial programme is being pur- 
sued with all the energy possible. ‘The im- 
portance of the arrangement by which the 
United States will supply’ the 3,000 machines 
each month lies in the fact that by such 
means it should be possible to offset what 
ever delays in production may be caused by 
damage to plants in Britain owing {0 enemy. 
action. That is a most important point, for 
obviously the enemy is expected to attack 
icroplane factories in Britain just as the Bri- 
tish are attacking them in Germany. ‘That 
those in Britain will escape wholly seatheless 
cannot for one moment be expected, but the 
fact that a steady stream of first-class 
machines will be erossing the Atlantic from 
sources which cannot be attacked by the enemy 
ensures the maintenance of British al 
strength and its steady improvement.

HAVANA CONFERENCE 
July 27, 
Judging from all the reports which have 


come to hand concerning the Pan-American, 
Conference at Havana, and for the most 











part they have been extremely vague, there 
does not appear to be much jikelihbod of 
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the United States’ proposal for the establish 
‘ment of a collective trusteeship over Euro- 
pean colonies in the western hemisphere 
being adopted. The plan which Mr. Cordell 
Hull, US. Secretary of State, put forward 
inchided the following principal points -— 
reaffirmation that the “Americas would not 
recounize any conquests by force in the wes- 
tern hemisphere ; that they should be the 
judges as to whether there had been any 
change in the political status of the posses- 
sing countries since September 1, 1939; in 
the event of having to proceed against such 
possessions such ‘would not mean the 
secking of territorial expansion ; return of 
the possessions to their original owners pro- 
viding that did not affect American security ; 
declaration of the possessions as independent 

they are able to govern themselves, and 
that in the event of territory being taken 
over it should be controlled by a committee 
from the United States, Cuba, Colombia, 
Venezuela and Brazil empowered to ask for 
military assistance if such be needed. Thi 
proposal which seems to have been fairly 
embracing met with opposition from Argen~ 
tina, whose delegate on Thursday proposed 
that the Conference should adopt a declara~ 
tion regarding the European colonies based 
‘on a reaffirmation of international law, the’ 
principle of self-determination and the re- 
pudiation of the right of conquest. ‘The 
Argentine plan does not provide for the 
establishment of the proposed collective 
trusteeship, but apart from that there is a 
family resemblance between both proposals, 
which are aimed at the exclusion of any 
European conttol of the present colonies as 
the result of a possible conquest in Europe. 
It is claimed by the supporters of the 
Argentine scheme that it is most har- 
‘monious with democratic tradition and 
Juridical principles that these possessions or 
eolonies, following the evolution and develop 
‘ment of the life of other peoples which today 
constitute the American republics, should be 
organized as free states and should decide 
thelr destinies by self-determination and not 
by foree or conquest. 

‘The point about this proposal which is of] 
Interest is that it avoids the problems which 
would be likely to arise if the colonies in 
‘question refused to accept the collective 
trusteeship such as proposed by Mr. Hull, 
Obviously it could not be the intention of 
the United States to impose that trusteeship 
by force if considered necessary, for that| 
would be entirely contrary to its own! 
doctrines, and the Argentine proposal clear~' 
ly obviates such a development. At the| 
same time it removes any suspicion that a 
trustecship might find it necessary {o inter~ 
fere with the internal government, of the 
possessions, for they would be left to work 
out their own destinies in perfect freedom, 
‘and without outside influences being brought 
to bear. It is not for one moment suggested 
that the committee of five proposed by Mr. 
Hull would in faet do any such thing as in- 
terfere with the domestic concerns of the 
colonies, but the Argentine proposal definite 
ly eliminates any such possibility. It is re- 
ported that there have been prolonged dis~ 
cussions on the subject, but up to the time 
of writing no final decision had been reached, 
the Cuban delegation putting forward a third 
suggestion that, where necessary, colonies of 
European belligerents in the Americas should 
temporarily be entrusted to the care of a 
neluhbouring nation to be agreed upon by the 
Conference. ‘The objection to this proposal 
Js that it resembles too closoly the mandate 
system, which in some quarters has acquired 
an all too unpleasant degree of permanency 
to be acceptable. In this connection the view 
of the correspondent of the New York 
“Times,” that the discussion on this point 
will probably end up with the adoption of 
some abstract formula may prove correct, 
Nevertheless despite the difference of opinion 
which exists as to the best method of solving 
this particular problem, it is apparent that 
the American countries ‘are quite determined 
that no other nations shall secure a foothold 
‘on the two western continents, and so long 
fag that unanimous agreement exists the fate 
of possessions belonging to European bel- 
igerents need give the latter no great cause 
for worry. 

An even more difficult problem with which| 
the Conference has still to deal concerns 
plans for checking activities inspired from 
abroad {0 establish unacceptable forms of 
government in America. Various suggestions 
have been put forward as to how this ean be 
done, including the curtailment of the 
privileges of consular and diplomatic repre- 
sentatives. ‘That might certainly serve to 
control: the work of fifth columnists in the 
‘Americas, but up to the present no suggestion 
has apparently been forthcoming as to how 
it is proposed to deal with a country to which 
revolution may be brought by stich under- 
ground activities, and the unacceptable form 
of government set up. ‘The point is an im-| 
portant one, for if Nazi emissaries succceded| 
in this way with one country there can be| 

tle doubt that by the process of permea- 
tion other adjacent countries might be per- 
stiaded to follow the same course, until, like| 
the spread of rottenness in an ‘apple, the| 
whole of the two continents might become! 
involved. ‘That particular aspect of | the! 
problem is the most important one. It does! 
rnot seem to be the present intention of Hitler 
that Naziism shall be imposed upon the wes- 
tern hemisphere by force of arms. ‘That! 
would indeed be a gigantic undertaking well 















































beyond the powers of even a victorious ‘Ger- 
many. What Hitler secks is the destruction 
of existing forms of government by the deadly 
process of infiltration of the Nazi doctrine, 
sudden uprisings and the destruction of 
existing governments. It is extremely dif 
cult {o sce what internationel agree:nent can 
be reached at Havana to offset these activi- 
ties, which would not in one respect or an- 
other traverse the doctrine of self-determina- 
for obviously intervention by one na- 
tion or more to save another from such 
destruction might involve its complete nega- 

yn. Apart from these two matters there 
‘would appear to be ground for hope that the 
American nations will be able to reach 
‘agreement on the balance of the propositions 
which have been put before the Conference, 
and though Mr, Hull may not return to 
Washington with 9 full list of the achicve- 
ments he wished for, there is still plenty of 
ground for believing’ that his successes will 
be by no means small, and that the peoples of 
the western hemisphere will be more firmly 
knit in opposing encroachment by Hitlerian 
doctrines.

In that journal's view the export licensing 
system is aimed at preventing German} 
through the intermediation of Spain, receiv- 
ing supplies which might in certain events 
be used against the United States, though, of 
course it has not overlooked the potentiali- 
ties in the Pacific. 

Germany, through Spain, is more interested 
in the supply of oil and its derivatives, and 
the intention of the United States is to ensure 
that while legitimate Spanish needs may be 
‘met, there is no intention of permitting her 
to import abnormal quantities for ultimate 
export to Germany. In this connection the 
difference between neutrality and non-bel- 
ligerency is clearly established, for the United 
States are taking action which should render 
unnecessary a blockade of the Spanish coast 
by Great Britain and the further straining of 
relations between London and Madrid. With 
royard to Germany the question of scrap iron 
emphatically docs not arise. In the first 
ease, with the capture of the French 
‘mining areas substantial additions have been 
made to Germany's iron and coal supplies, 
serap is not in the circumstances an urgent 
requirement. Japan is interested in both oil 
and scrap. For many years past she has been 
importing vast quantities of serap material 
from United States ports, for utilization in 
her armaments.

American denunciation of the Amer 
Japanese treaty on navigation and trade. 

1 is indeed, perhaps too carly to describe 
this new export licensing system as an em- 
bargo against Japan, or for that matter any 
other country, except in the circumstances 
described above. Some resentment scems to| 
have been aroused _in Japan by reports that 
the United States Government permitted the 
chartering of an oil tanker to Soviet Russia 
while refusing similar charters to Japanese 
firms. -But that isolated instance, occurring 
before the licensing system comes into force 
fon August 1 cannot be the test of what are 
Washingfon's intentions. In the meantime 
its assurances that the extension of the ex-| 
port licensing system is not aimed solely at 
Japan, but applies equally to all nations, must 
be accepted on its face. There can be no 
question as (0 the propriety of the step which 
has been taken. It is well within  the| 
sovereignty of any nation to decide how and. 
when its exports shall be controlled. Nor is it 
to be believed that, should Japan be denied 
further American scrap iron, any very severe 
blow will have been delivered it in its mili- 
tary adventure in China, ‘The same applies 
to American aviation gasoline of which large 
quantities have been supplied to Japan. In 
both cases the American case, that these 
goods are desired for themselves, cannot be 

uted, for obviously with the contemplated 
inerease of American defences, and that not 
specifically against Japan, but rather against| 
the European Nazi menace, the United States 
must be the sole judge of her necessity. It 
is to be regretted that this Iatest decision 
should come so closely upon the heels of re~ 
cent unpleasant incidents between Americans. 
and Japanese in the Far East, but it would 
bbe vastly improper, in the light of the as~ 
surances which have been given in Washing- 
ton, to endeavour to establish any connection 
between the two... It would have been almost 
impossible to devise an arrangement dealing 
with the European situation alone, which 
would not have been dubbed as diserimina- 
tion, but the application of a general system 
of licensing in the manner which has been 
adopted, removes any real ground for com- 
plaint from any country which might be 
affected. A recognition that, however in 
‘convenient this new development, may be, it 
is nevertheless within the rights of the United 
States to adopt, and is the best and only 
‘means of meeting the new situation which 
has een “created, is necessary at this 
juncture. 





























ARRESTS IN_JAPAN 


July 30. 
‘The arrest, first of Mr. M. J. Cox, Corres 
pondent in Tokyo for Reuter Ltd, later 
his death and the arrest df nine pro- 
minent British businessmen, in Tokyo, 
Kobe, Osaka, Shimonoseki and Nagasaki, 
has created a most unpleasant impression 
not only in the Par East, but throughout 
the whole world. The case of Mr. Cox 
was in many ways different from that of 
Mr. James Young, who was recently held a 
prisoner in Japan. The latter was. charged 
with sending telegrams and articles from 
China to his offices in America which were 
held to be detrimental to the Japanese cause, 
Whether or not they were so must 
still remain a matter of opinion, but. 
the fact docs remain that it was ‘possi- 
ble ‘for him to do so from China, while 
it would not have been possible for him to 
have done so in Japan where a strict censor- 
ship exists. In ‘the absence of information 
as to the exact chargo against Mr. Cox it 
can only be assumed that it would be some- 
what different from that made against Mr. 
Young, for the simple reason that Mr. Cox's 
despatches were at all times subject to 
Japanese censorship, and that if indeed he 
had sent out anything likely to bring him 
foul of Japanese law the ecnsors were just as 
much to blame for letting them pass as 
he might have been for writing them, 
It will, therefore, be interesting to see 
What charges were to have been made 
against him, but there will always be the 
uncomfortable fecling that, whatever they 
might be, in order to justify’ their present 
tion the Japanese would have to proceed 10 
ion in any event. As with Mr. Cox, 
so with the nine business men who. have 
been apprehended. Up to the present no 
charges Inid against them have been made 
public, and while various rumours were 
current in Shanghai yesterday as to what 
they may be, it would be better to defer 
judgment until the facts are more fully 
known.

in this part of the world by unilateral action, 
it would be as well for it to bear in mind 
that nothing of the sort will be recognized, 
and that nothing done now and without the 
consent of Great Britain will be regarded as 
anything but temporary and subject to later 
adjustment. ‘These things have to be said for 
it Is perfectly plain that if the Britons arrest 
ed in Japan are guilty now of any offence, 
since the Konoye Cabinet has come into 
power, they were equally as guilly in the 
days of the preceding Cabinet. It is not ad~ 
mitted for one moment that they are guilty 
of anything at all, but it has to be emphasized 
that the timing of their arrest can only lead 
fo one conclusion and that is that it has 
been effected for purposes of the new policy 
adopted by the Japanese Government, 


























As matters stand it is for the Japanese 
Government to dispel the growing impression 
that all the British efforts at improvement 
of relations between the two countries have 
been condemned to failure from the very 
commencement, and that as one issue is satis~ 
factorily dealt ‘with, another will be created 
to take its place. ‘That impression undoubt- 
edly prevails and it does nothing towards 
assisting in bringing about that improvement 
jin mutual relations of which Great Britain 
has beon in seareh ever since the commence- 
ment of the Sino-Japanese hostilities, ‘The 
‘Japanese have continually put forward a plea 
for greater co-operation in the establishment 
of a now order in Asia. It is difficult to see 
how there can be anything in the shape of 
such co-operation, when it is forthcoming 
only from one side, and when, indeed, the 
Japanese Government appears bent on action 
Which can only arouse the greatest antagon- 
ism. That the British have done everything 
to assist in stabilizing the situation in the 
Far East, has been demonstrated in ‘Tientsin, 
Kulangsu, along the Burma Road, and in a 
number of other instances, and the Japanese 
have no solid ground whatever for complaint 
against British policy in the Far East since 
the commencement of the Sino-Japanese In- 
ident. If these arrests do indeed mark a 
now departure of poliey that fact will have 
to be faced by Great Britain who may be 
‘expected to deal with the matter at her own 
time and in her own fashion, No solutions, 
which may be arrived at now, detrimental to 
Bri etests in the Far Bast will be re- 
garded as anything but temporary, and no 
policy of grab can be adopted by the Japanese 
now which will not be subject to revision 
when the preoccupations in Europe have been 
successfully dealt with. Japan's position is 
strongest when she remains aloof from the 
ssiruggle in Europe. It is weakened when she 
endeavours to take sides with the Axis 
Powers and seck immediate rewards. She 
has more than enough on her hands in the 
shape of her campaign in China which ap 
pears {0 be just as far from termination now 
fas it was when it commenced, and it would 
be idle in the extreme for Tokyo to assume 
that because Britain is heavily engaged in 
Europe she is not without recourse elsewhere,

Pelping Hoiet Purchased 

‘A. famous landmark of the former 
copital, which must be known’ to! 
thousands of visitors from Shanghy 
the Grand Hotel de Pékin, has. re- 
ently come to the end of another: 
period of its variegated history. This 
hotel which towers above the build- 
ings of the city stands on the broad 
main thoroughfare, called Tung Chang 
‘An Chieh, and faces the Legation 
Quarter across the glacis. The con- 
tol of the hotet has now passed from 
French into Japanese hands. 

‘Tho origins ‘of the hotel go back 
f Kood number of years. The first 
foreign hotel was the Hotel de Pékiny 
‘opened in the carly nineties by a 
Swiss, M. Chamot. “It stood on the 
site in the present Legation Quarter 
that is now occupied by a Chinese 
post-office. M. Chamot and his Ameri- 
‘ean wife made a name for themselves. 
before and during the Siege of the 
Legations.

Expansion Will Not Preserve Status Quo 


Tokyo, July 25. 


R, Tetsuji Kata, well-known Japanese economist, writing in 
the “Chugai Shogyo” remarks that the wheel ‘of fate has 
caused the resignation of the Hiranuma and Yonai Cabinets on 
question of foreign policy. Now, he says, all the Japanese people

“we must guard against the optimistic 
theory that through unconditional 
junction with the axis the question 
of the South Seas territories ‘can be 
solved with the greatest of ease.” 
Ideology in diplomacy “is next to 
useless. “The German-Soviet pact is 
good example of realistic diplomacy. 
It Japan takes a strictly positive 
policy she may move towards war.”

Any per~ 
son who is interested in’ promoting, 
the objects of the League’ may be~ 
come a member, by payment of a 
membership fee of §2 for annual, or 
$100 for life, membership. ‘The privi- 
Teges of membership ‘include: (1) 
hhealth badge, (2) health passport, and 
(3) free subscription to the "National 
Health Journal.” 

Tin the election which ensued, Drs. 
LS. Huizenga, H. P. Chu, E, 8, Ta, 
Dorothy ‘Shen, Z. 7. Wang, “UH. C. 
Chang, C. HL Chou, W. S. Fir and S, 
Sze Were elected dircctors and the 
following were elected as officers: Dr. 
H. P. Chu, Chairman: Dr. E. 8. Tyau, 
Vice-Chairman; ‘Dr. 'W. 8, Fu, Trea 
surer; and Dr. S, Sze, Seeretary, Di 
Grace Huang and Miss Lucy Ho were 
elected Chairmen of the Publicity and 
Membership Committees respectively.

‘Crossing the At 
Tontie. they were in company. with 
600 other boys and girls and many 
Canadians and Americans returning 
home,

received Instructions to be there on

.|S:M.C. Notification Criticized 


To the Editor of the 
“Nommi-Cunsa Dany News", 

‘Su—The suggestion to control the 
jsale of poison crops up about every 
10 oF 15 years in Shanghai. 

‘AS one with about 50 years ex- 
perience in the drug and chemical 
trade (34 years in China), I might be 
permitted to say a few words regard- 
ing this subject, as T did on “armer 
‘occasions. 


‘The reason for bringing up this 
problem at present was the suicide of 
Ja person with potassium eyanide. 

To prevent suicides the control of 
poison regulations have as lttle value 
jas would have the fencing in of 
waterways to prevent people from 
‘drowning themselves. There are many 
‘more cotvenient ways than poison to 
fend voluntarily a life that seems not 
worth living. Jumping off a roof 
garden, cutting one’s arteries with 
razor blades, hanging oneself, shooting 
foneself, poison oneself with the gas 
company’s product, ete. all of which 
might logically justify the sales coa- 
trol of razor-blades, "rope and gas. 
‘This of course is absurd, but. so Is 
poison control for one who knows 
Something about it. “Has the control 
of opium sales prevented ils use for 
suleldal purposes ? 

eal poison is uscd in fewer cases 
of suicide than most other methods. 
But poison is for laymen a mysterious 
word, while those in this business as 
merchants or professionally know 
that hundreds of varieties of poison 

re sold every. day. many of "these 
fm ton. fots.. without any ‘accidents 
happening. “Professional  law-makers 
unfortunately ‘soldom consider the 
consequences of their interference 
with trade, 

‘The notification No, 5900 (ordered 
by what authority and when begin 
ing? if carried out efficientiy. will 
‘be complicated. expensive and never- 
theless ineffective. A number of in- 
spectors will have to ‘be appointed, 
‘who 9s professional men should get 
a gold. salary, just ax the lawyers 
ow get.

Bruton of the RA.MC. administering 
artificial respiration. Deceased. was 
Unconscious, witness said, but was 
breathing stertorously.

Witness then gave him an injection 
of camphor in oll as.a stimulant and 
ordered his Immediate removal” to 
hospital. In reply to a question of

Witness went on to say that. the 
room in the barracks was entirely 
AL for confinement of a man, being 
airy and suiielently spacious.

Lance-Corporal Joseph Hartwell of 
the Military police atthe Tifcryg 
Road camp’ told the coroner that he 
patrolled the detention barracks on 
the morning of July 19. Outside 
Wiltson's room he looked in and saw 
the private sitting on the bed boards 
with a bucket in front of him. “Atte 
telling what equipment he was to 
‘wear at 9 am, witness went to the 
Jontee. "When he returned to the room 
later he saw Sgt. L. J. C. Munday and 
Pte. John Bruton atiending deceased. 

Sgt. L. J. C, Munday of the mili- 
tary. police next described his visit 
to the room where Pte. Willson 
confined, “He said that after rece! 
ing no response to his knocking 
unlocked the door and on entering 
the room he saw the private hanging 
by his neck from a window bar of 
the room, supported by two straps 
forming part of his equipment. He 
‘dded that the tips of the toes of the 
private wore touching the ground, 
but were not supporting him. Wit 
ess immediately obtained a razor 
blade and cut. the straps. “Willson 
was Jad out on the floor and showed 
Ro’ movement. “Capt. Levis later 
took charge, witness. said, and the 
private was taken in a stretcher to

Sixty British and German ‘Planes Clash

HEAD-ON clash between over 60 Brifish and German fighters

Economic Committee Interest

In Russia, the secds are eaten raw and may 
be purchased on the streets; we believe that 
fa medicine, useful for treating malaria cases, 13 
‘4so. made from the seeds in the same country. 
Sunflower seed cake is exported in large quanti 
tles from Russia to Denmark. A fine Nbre, not 
unlike silk, is furnished by the: stems and ex- 
cellent paper is also made from them; they are 
generally burnt, however, for the potash. they 
Contain.
